the citj had secured an option on fif- 
teen acres oC land between Fourth 
and Fifth avenue, Ijing close to the 
North Danville reser-toir for the pur- 
pose of establishing a new cemetery 
proved groundless so far as could be 
learned this morning. W. E. Gardner, 
chairman of the public works com- 
mittee v.as out of the city 
F. \V. 
Townes. who -with- Sir. Gardner forms 
a comhultee to, single.- out a-plot of 
land for a cemetery said that so far 
as he knew the city had no option on 
such property. The committee "was to 
have met >esterda;> to discuss the 
matter but no meeting was held 
Mr Towns saul that the committee 
of which he is a member had re-iched 
no conclusion with reference to a new 
cemetery adding that he and Mr 
Gardner had looked ovei a number 
of pieces of land in North Danville 
with a view to finding a spitable place. 
Leemont Cemetery has been, virtually 
filled and for some time it has been 
realized, he said, that the city would 
have t oprovide additional facilities. 
The mere fact that the land in ques- 
tion was being looekd over_was no in- 
dication that it 'was being seriously 
considered. Mr. Townes declared. 
The report heard tdoay was that the 
city had an option on the land and 
that -surveyors were there yesterday. 
City Engineer R. K. Lmville knew of 
no such survey and the city auditor 
had no record of anj option secured 
bj the city on land for cemetery pur- 
poses. 
•>, 


Mr. Gardner was reached early this 
afternoon. 
He said that he had se- 
cured several ojjtions on various pieces j 
of property for cemetery purposes and 
that these would be placed before the 
council for action at the next meeting. 
He admitted that an option had been 
secured on a fifteen ac^e tract ad- 
joining the reservoir and that he 
this land for several reasons.

would tecommend the acquisition of

NEW YORK, Sept 29.—As close 
as the American League champion- 
ship race has been this year between 
the New York Yankees and the St. 
Louis Browns, and as equally ex- 
citing as it was last year between the 
Yankees and the Cleveland Indians, 
neither compares to that of the Na- 
tional League in the season of 1908 
The New York Giants 
and the 
Chicago Clubs finished in a tie, which 
the Clubs won, after those two clubs 
and the Pittsburgh Pirates had en- 
tered the last week of the campaign 
neck and neck. That season 
perhaps the most remarkable in 
the history- of baseball., 
Pittsburgh was at the top of the 
heap on October, New York played 
Philadelphia that day and the Qua- 
kerjs defeated Mathewstm-Coveleski 
twirled for Philadelphia 3 to ?; Pitts- 
burgh and the Cubs both won their 
games and the Giants fell with a 
thud into theird place. 
Chicago and 
Pittsburgh 
met in 
what was thought would be the 
deciding game of the season. If either 
Chicago or Pattsbur^i ^captured that 
game it won the ps&nant. but if the 
contest ended 
in a tie New York 
would win, providing that it van- 
quished Philadelphia the same day. 
The Cubs defeated the Pirates 5 to2. 
chiefly on Pittsburgh's own misplays. 
That placeO Chicago first, 
Pitts- 
burgh second and. New York third. 
The Giants, however, had three games 
remaining to play with Boston and, 
if thev won all of them, their per- 
centage would equal that of the Cubs 
and the campaign would result in a 
Ue New York did win and an extra 
was decided upon to settle the 
Chicago winning.

The 
fact 
that 
"f»re 
prevention 


•week" has been officially proclaimed 
for nest week should not be dismissed 
lightly from the mind. It is such a 
vital and a personal thing to all of us 
that it would be well to pause and 
properly appraise its eigniflcance. The 
.trouble is that there are so many 
"weeks" or periods set apart for this 
that and the other, that the public 
mlnfl is dulfed by constant appeals 
and proclamations For that reason 
it is timely to emphasize the impor- 
tance of a strict observance of fire 
pre\entlon next week and the necessi- 
ty of a rally 
effective community 


movement to minimize the flr* risks 
on the eve of the season for lighting 
the furnaces, stoves and grates with 
the advent of Autumnal chilly even- 
ings and mornings. 


The staggering monetary loss from 


fires—nearly all of which today are 
attributable to carelessness should be 
sufficient to arouse us to action. Every 
time aeecond is ticked oft on the clock 
a fire is breaking out somewhere and 
every time a flre breaks out there is 
financial loss, large or 
small, and 


sometimes something far worse, loss 
of life or injury. Fire Chief Mitchell 
yesterday gave some timely advic* to 
citizens telling them more particularly 
what to do to lessen the risk of fire 
In their homes. Perhaps the gravest 
menace is the accumulation of plunder 
and other material from which spon- 
taneous combustion may result. This 
dangerous chemical reaction is the 
source of many fires. Matches and 
rats are almost equally as dangerous 
and firemen will tell you that the <5«- 
fective terra cotta flue plays a major 
role in the^crop of early winter Bret. 
This is borne cut by a perus.il of the 
local fire record in which it will be 
seen that overheated terra cotta ivhioh 
has cracked, allowing red hot soot or 
cinders to fall between the walla is 
responsible for a large proportion of 
fires. All of this potential contribut- 
ing agencies to fires can be eliminated 
by car* and oversight and above all 
elimination of a false sense of secur- 
ity. 
Appreciation of these facts and 


hed during the coming week to the 
constructive adiice given by the flre 
insurance companies will save many 
» loss. T^hat is most needed is a gen- 
eral awakening to the incrasing toll 
taken annually by the destructive ele- 
ment and the taking of the same pre- 
cautions as those we take against dis- 
ease.
